ATTEMPT AT JAIL KELIVEBY. 


On Monday evening an attempt was 


made ou tho part of tho prisoners in our 
county jail to obtain their liberty. 


During tho afternoon they had man- 


aged in some way to break tho chain 
which operates tho doors separating the 
back room whero they arc kept from tho 
room where they take their meals, by 
which means they oponod tho doors and 
were all out in the room latt mentioned, 
and by moans of a key, which they had 
made from a tin plato, wore endeavoring 
to unlock the door that leads to tho 
outer hall, when, by reason of tuoir 
superior numbers, tboy could easily over- 
power all opposition and make their 
escape. 


Tho noise made by tho brooking of 


tho chain was heard by Sheriff Jennings, 
who at oico went to tho scono of their 
•porallons and put a stop to any further 
tampering with tlio door lock. Ho then 
sent after a couple of policemen, who 
were soon upon the spot, Tho prisoners 
were then ordered back to their quarters, 
and seeing that their game was up they 
somewhat reluctantly retired. 


This was the second attempt made 


within a week to fit a k«y to tho door. 
In the other case the key was broken in 
thoir attempt to get it out of the lock, 
There are now about thirty-five prisoners 
in the jail, and some of thorn arc men of 
long experience in crime, and in prison 
life.

That the must shameless 
frauds were committed in Home of the 
wards uf that cky, there is nut the ieust 
purticlc .of a [doubt. Ever einoo 
tl>o 


registry luw wan adopted, 
tho Demo- 


crats, almost to a QUID, havo been op- 
posed to it. it was originally adopted 
to prevent Dumocratio frauds, a/ifl tha 
fact that the Democratic party has so 
persistently fought against it, is the 
best possible proof that it was effective 
in securing honest elections. It ie true 
that it coHt something to carry it out, 
but the objecb it attained was so all im- 
portant that tho question of ils cost out 
no figure in the case. The purity of 
tho ballot box is the highest safe-guard 
to oar froo institutions, and any law 
that makes it impossible to violate that 
purity, is a good law and ought to bo 
retained. 
In tho country districts, as 


tho voters are all known, there may be 
DO necessity for its enforcement, but in 
oitios like Ohicago, where every facility 
is afforded for wholesale frauds, every 
possible safeguard ought to be thrown 
around the ballot box. 
Those who ad- 


vocated the repeal of tbo registry iaw, 
oonld not point to a single case where 
tho luw has bad tho effect to prevent 
the legal voter fjorn the exercise of his 
rights, while its repeal has certainly 
opened tho way to successful frauds in 
all except State elections. It is to be 
hoped that one of the acts of the next 
legislature will be to restore tho regis- 
try law at least in tbo large cities of tho 
Stale.
